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Financial News Is Not Too Bad; 
2016 Budget Is Likely a Replay 


On Wednesday, January 
28 the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil met for the quarterly meet- 
ing with City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin where he updated 
council about ongoing admin- 
istrative matters. Many items 
were housekeeping affairs, status 
of project reports and requests 
from councilmembers. Another 
feature of the first update meet- 
ing of the calendar year included 
a preview of next year’s budget 
as manager and staff move into 
the weeks before McLaughlin 
presents his proposed Fiscal Year 
2016 budget at a late-March 
council meeting. 

Mid-Year Report 

As background for next year’s 
budget, City Treasurer Jeffrey 
Williams presented his December 
2014 financial report, which in- 
cludes the first six months of the 
current fiscal year. Williams said 
overall that the city is in a good 
mid-year position. 

Revenues are up somewhat, he

said, representing 75 percent of 
revenues budgeted for FY 2014, 
compared with 73.3 percent a 
year ago. Williams identified 
two factors with the biggest ef- 
fect: additional tax income (about 
$53,000) related to new town- 
houses occupied in the South 
Core of Greenbelt Station, the 
other a reduction in requests for 
real estate tax abatements. Wil- 
liams thinks the city may be get- 
ting close to hitting the bottom 
of the drop in commercial real 
estate, although he expects tax 
abatement requests to continue 
for FY 2016 taxes. 

In addition, income tax rev- 
enue is up. Revenues from traf- 
fic cameras, both red light and 
speed, have increased. Workers’ 
compensation claims have been 
$30,000 lower than budgeted 
and other insurance costs are 
lower as well. The lower costs 
of gasoline and diesel fuel alone 
have resulted in about $80,000 
in savings. 


Wrong Direction 

Among the few items moving 
in the wrong direction are admis- 
sion and amusement taxes, which 
were $48,800 this year compared 
with $58,800 a year ago. These 
taxes are largely comprised of 
theater revenues in Greenbelt. 
Williams noted that the opening 
of the new theaters in Laurel 
Town Center may be drawing 
patrons away from those in Belt- 
way Plaza. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
commented that when the city 
has money it describes as sav- 
ings or surplus in a given budget, 
this means only that less must 
be taken from the fund balance, 
not necessarily that there are ad- 
ditional funds that can or should 
be spent. She added that in the 
state budget Governor Hogan 
has presented, he has cut back 
to two-years-ago levels in State 
Highway User fees returned to

Advisory Boards and Committees 


The Greenbelt City Council’s 
scheduled worksession with the 
chairpersons of the 15 city advi- 
sory boards and committees was 
held on Wednesday, February 4. 
Nearly all boards and committees 
were represented by the chair- 
persons or other representatives. 
Only the city’s Ethics Commission 
and the Employee Relations Board 
were not represented. Mayor Em- 
mett Jordan opened the meeting 
expressing appreciation by the city 
and its citizens for their service 
on the boards and committees 
and for their work on important 
city issues and programs. All 
told nearly 104 Greenbelt citizens 
participate on advisory boards 
and committees, he said. Council 
generally meets with their chair- 
persons at least once a year and 
Jordan started proceedings by ask- 
ing each chair or representative to 
provide an update on their activi- 
ties and any issues they may have. 

Public Safety 

Laura Kressler, chair of the 
Public Safety Advisory Commit- 
tee, reported its major activities 
during the past year which in- 
cluded emergency/disaster pre- 
paredness and trail marker signage 
within Greenbelt Lake Park pro- 
viding directions and telephone 
numbers for emergency assistance. 
She noted the signs placed on 
Crescent Road and Southway with 
directions to the police department 
and fire house. The committee

has also developed a brochure 

outlining its activities and has 

received received several other 

council referrals during the year 

concerning public safety issues. 
Education 

Next up was Susan Breon, 
chair of the Advisory Commit- 
tee on Education (ACE). She 
used the opportunity to announce 
that the committee recently met 
with the relocated Robert God- 
dard French Immersion School at 
the old Greenbelt Middle School 
building and added it to the 
schools served by ACE. ACE 
meets regularly with the principals 
and Parent Teacher Associations 
of schools that serve Greenbelt 
students. 

She also noted the recent coun- 
cil approval of the ACE 2015 
grant awards to Greenbelt schools, 
totaling $9,300. Competitive 
grants up to $500 are awarded 
to schools based on merit, she 
said. ACE also sponsors annual 
recognition awards for outstand- 
ing students and educators from 
Greenbelt schools. 

City Elections 

Kathleen Gallagher, standing 
in for Pamela Gregory, chair of 
the city Elections Board, provided 
a brief report relating mainly to 
the upcoming 2015 city elections 
in November. The board assures 
preparations for and conduct of 
the biennial city elections. Gal- 
lagher noted that there may be 


a change in the voting machines 
provided by the county that are 
used in city elections. 

Arts 

Tatiana Ausema, chair of the 
Arts Advisory Board (AAB) re- 
ported the committee 1s preparing 
for its annual role in reviewing 
requests from city recognition and 
contribution groups for financial 
support as part of the city’s bud- 
get process, which is just getting 
underway for the Fiscal Year 2016 
budget. She noted that annual 
requests have been submitted by 
most participating groups. The 
AAB also considers applications 
for recognition and contributions 
group status. 

The board is also responsible 
for development of Public Arts 
Policy, which now includes perfor- 
mance arts and sculpture gardens 
and was applied to recent propos- 
als relating to artistic signage for 
the Three Sisters Gardens on city 
property. The board, she said, is 
also considering a proposal to use 
a tree trunk near the entrance to 
the Community Center for public 
sculpture. 

Trees 

Charles Jackman, chair of the 
Advisory Committee on Trees 
(ACT), noted that its principal 
duty is to advise council on the 
health of trees on city property 
and to promote the good health

Davis and Mach also informed 
students of council’s willingness 
to answer questions for future 
stories. Davis, who highlighted 


the ways students could contact 
council, also advised students to 
do their homework and make 
use of the city’s website, green- 
beltmd.gov. 

Another main theme discussed 
was the goal to expand news 
coverage beyond the area around 
Roosevelt Center and into Green- 
belt East and Greenbelt West.

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GIVES, Time Bank 

This reply is in response to 
the February 5 letter to the editor 
by Janet Jacobs-Parker concern- 
ing GIVES and the Greenbelt 
Time Bank. It is intended to ad- 
dress the idea that the Greenbelt 
Time Bank is an identical organi- 
zation to GIVES and is therefore 
unnecessary. In fact, GIVES and 
the Time Bank are not identical 
but “complementary” organiza- 
tions and we do share a common 
goal, that of “neighbor helping 
neighbor.” 

The differences between the 
two organizations are in both 
structure and operation. While 
GIVES is often a “one way 
street” provision of services, the 
Time Bank is a “two way road.” 
That is, GIVES volunteers pro- 
vide services to members who 
cannot perform necessary func- 
tions themselves. In turn those 
receiving services can sometimes 
perform services as well. 

Time Bank members provide 
and receive some services that 
they could perform themselves 
or would otherwise pay others to 
perform. Time Bank members 
can and do volunteer for GIVES 
and recipients of GIVES services 
can join the Time Bank. AI! of 
us have something to offer other 
people and the Time Bank en- 
courages members to offer skills, 
knowledge and experience that 
will benefit others. 

Simply put, the Time Bank 
uses hours instead of currency. 
It is also predicated on the idea 
that an hour of time providing 
one type of service is equal to 
an hour of time performing any 
other service. Weeding a garden 
is equal in substance to driving 
someone to the airport. The 
Time Bank is also web-based, 
with no office staff needed to 
match people. The Time Bank 
is self-service, where members 
arrange exchanges with one an- 
other. 

Before the Time Bank was 
even established, the founders 
attended several GIVES meetings 
and discussed the differences in 
the two concepts, as well as the 
ways that GIVES and the Time 
Bank could work on common 
goals and support each other. 
We discovered that both groups 
started from the same origins, in 
the work of Edgar Kahn. 

Yes, we agree that the “wheel 
is not broken” and the Time 
Bank is not trying to “fix” any- 
thing. It does, however, provide 
another “wheel” so our commu- 
nity can move forward in giving 
all of us an opportunity to help 
others and receive help.

Preserve Historic 


Greenbelt Theater 

The old Greenbelt theater al- 
ways has been one of the most 
important buildings in Greenbelt, 
for showing films and for many 
other community purposes. Its 
historical presence was important 
enough for the city to save it, 
acquire it and take steps to reno- 
vate it. I was very pleased to see 
that the city was going forward 
with plans to bring the projection 
equipment up to date and make 
repairs where needed as well as 
changes to make the theater space 


more accessible. 

Keeping up on the progress of 
the renovations, I read with inter- 
est “Council Considers Proposals 
for Management of Theater,” in 
the News Review of January 8. 
Three organizations submitted 
proposals: Greenbelt Cinema, 
Inc., P&G Theaters, Inc., and 
Friends of the Greenbelt The- 
ater (FOGT). All three were 
to be prepared to begin theater 
operations at this time, and to 
be familiar with the history and 
operation of the theater. 

One very significant issue was 
missing in all three proposals: 
How they would keep the his- 
toric integrity of the theater in 
a historic town? As a history 
buff and a theater patron here for 
many years, I think that integrity 
should be number one! Appar- 
ently, city council and the man- 
ager’s staff didn’t agree, because 
the issue never came up. 

In the article, “Friends of 
Greenbelt Theater Selected as 
Theater Operator,’ (News Review 
January 29), I noted that City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
had no recommendations to offer 
on the proposals but referred the 
council to his January 9 memo, 
which advised council to select 
the vision and approach which 
in their view best balanced these 
three points: 

1. Can they succeed economi- 
cally? 

2. Do they come closest to 
what the council sees for the the- 
ater and the community? 

3. Do they envision the level 
of city support that the council 1s 
comfortable in providing? 

I was shocked by the coun- 


cil’s choice but I shouldn’t have 
been. Considering the comments 
reported in the article, no one 
was ready to vote! Rodney Rob- 
erts pointed this out, but Judith 
Davis moved that council select 
FOGT, even before discussion 
was completed. Since no one 
had a real preference, the vote 
was unanimous! 

This brings me back to my 
main concern, the historical status 
of the theater. The Washing- 
ton Post’s Prince George’s Extra 
feature on July 13, 2000, was 
“Threatened Landmark.” The 
point was that “The Old Green- 
belt Theater 1s an art-deco-era 
relic with only one screen that 
stands out in a multiplex world.” 
The theater is a museum in its 
own right. The outer lobby con- 
tains pictures of former local 
movie houses that have been lost 
to time; the inner lobby has old 
movie posters and a 1930’s pro- 
jector from the former Wineland 
Highland Theater on Capitol Hill. 
It contains a wonderful wallpaper 
montage of classic film stars. 

Greenbelt’s 25th Anniversary 
Booklet, 1937-1962, page 19, 
states that “It stands as the first 
cooperative movie. It opened its 
doors on Wednedsay, September 
21, 1938.” 

Our Greenbelt theater is a his- 
toric treasure in a historic town. 
It is one of the last, if not the 
last, remaining single-screen the- 
ater in Prince George’s County. 
As we patrons take our roomy 
and comfortable seats (with no 
need for squashing or climbing), 
then art-deco-style lighting softly

Another program supported by 
ACT is the designation of “sig- 
nificant” trees in Greenbelt and 
recommended care and support for 
their survival. Finally, Jackman 
noted the committee’s ongoing 
concern regarding the potential 
damage to Greenbelt trees adja- 
cent to roadways from the appli- 
cation of road salts during winter 
storms. He said the Public Works 
Department is evaluating a new 
(more expensive) chemical for use 
at Roosevelt Center. 

Senior Citizens 

Brenda Cooley, representing the 
Senior Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee, described the group as 
very active, with ideas helpful for 
Greenbelt seniors. Their main 
activity, she said, is conducting 
an annual senior forum including 
selected presentations targeting 
seniors and an opportunity for 
Greenbelt seniors to identify issues 
they would like to see addressed. 

Youth 

Kate Cavigelli, chair of the 
Youth Advisory Committee, de- 
scribed its focus on issues relating 
to children, youth and families. A 
current issue involves placement 
of improved pedestrian signage or 
crosswalks at the intersection of 
Crescent Road and Westway where 
one roadside is without sidewalks. 

Judith Davis and fellow coun- 
cilmembers also noted the coun- 
cil’s support for Cavigelli’s at-

tendance at last year’s National 
League of Cities (NLC) Annual 
Conference. At the conference, 
Cavigelli learned what other cit- 
les are doing in the area of youth 
programs and saw how the NLC 
develops youth policies and pro- 
grams. 
Sustainability 

John Lippert, chair of the 
Greenbelt Advisory Committee 
on Environmental Sustainability 
(GreenACES), reported on its ac- 
tivities. As the largest advisory 
group in the city with 12 commit- 
tee members and other citizens ac- 
tive as a “Green Team,” they deal 
with everything relating to the 
natural environment in Greenbelt, 
including water quality, recycling, 
waste disposal, storm water, en- 
ergy conservation, alternative fuels 
and, in general, maintaining envi- 
ronmental sustainability in the city. 
The committee played a key role 
assisting city staff in the develop- 
ment of Greenbelt’s Sustainability 
Framework Document. 

Another issue addressed includ- 
ed a council request to address so- 
called stream remediation within 
or near Greenbelt to compensate 
for allowed developments outside 
of Greenbelt, such as for the Kon- 
terra development in North Laurel. 
He also noted a possible opportu- 
nity to partner with Montgomery 
County on a Solar City project 
and a possible project relating to 
electric vehicle charging stations. 

Appeals 

Steve Skolnik, chair of the 
city’s Board of Appeals, provided 
the briefest report since they had 
no appeals during the past year.

GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW 


Park and Recreation 

Lola Skolnik, chair of the Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
(PRAB), followed with a report 
on the activities of her commit- 
tee, including PRAB’s role in the 
evaluation of contribution group 
requests. She noted that PRAB, 
with 11 members, is the second 
largest advisory group. She said 
PRAB was interested in having 
a worksession with council to 
consider youth sport programs in 
Greenbelt. 

Ongoing issues include dis- 
cussions relating to playground 
surface materials and an update 
of the Lake Park Master Plan 
(approved about 20 years ago), 
including beaver management. 
Skolnik also reported that PRAB 
member Betty Sonneveldt is de- 
veloping a training program to 
assist contribution groups in mak- 
ing their annual requests for city 
support. Current board thinking 
is that attendance at a training 
session would be required for suc- 
cessful funding. 

Considering that PRAB looks 
at programs of the city parks 
and the Recreation Department, 
her last item was a suggestion 
to council to evaluate the impact 
of the recent State of Maryland 
increases for the minimum wage. 
PRAB’s concern was that these 
increases come close to the hourly 
rates of other full and part time 
employees in the department, 
watranting increases for some of 
them. 

CRAB Petition 

Richard Ransom, chair of the 

Community Relations Advisory 








Board (CRAB), focused on a 
recent referral from council for 
CRAB to evaluate a petition last 
year relating to creation of a new 
advisory committee on inclusion 
and diversity. Ransom said this 
has led CRAB to assess whether 
they should be doing more. He 
said that they could be looking 
at city hiring patterns and service 
delivery, evaluating CRAB’s char- 
ter and considering meeting more 
regularly, rather than just when 
they had a specific community 
relations referral. 
Forest Preserve 

Robert Snyder, chair of the 
Forest Preserve Advisory Board 
(FPAB), reported on interesting 
and contentious issues recently on 
their agenda. He felt the situation 
has improved over the last several 
months but that more is needed 
in terms of having a more formal 
conduct of the board’s meetings 
and more adherence to Robert’s 
Rules of Order. The board has 
issued eight reports, he said, three 
of which related to community 
gardens proximate to the forest 
preserve boundaries. The other 
reports related to the city Forest 
Preserve Assessment and choos- 
ing a consultant expert on urban 
forest preservation. Another board 
action was a request to council for 
strengthening the Code of Conduct 
for members of advisory bodies, 
currently under council review. 

Planning 

Jeff Lemieux represented the 
Advisory Planning Board (APB), 
describing APB’s activities relat- 
ing to completion of the group’s 
Greenbelt Bike Master Plan and 
the city’s consideration of eco- 
nomic development policy dur- 
ing the past year. Lemieux also

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inquired regarding the status of 
WSSC plans for the water tower 
north of the Boxwood neighbor- 
hood. Council and city staff said 
the tower is under consideration 
for rehabilitation and would not 
be torn down. 

Following board and commit- 
tee reports a general discussion 
began between councilmembers 
and members of the groups. Jor- 
dan noted that running effective 
meetings should apply to all city 
boards and committees. He won- 
dered if there might be interest in 
a workshop on the topic. 

Ausema said it would be 
helpful for the groups to under- 
stand what a referral is, as well 
as receive guidance on what a 
group can or cannot do, to which 
Kressler agreed. 

Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
opined that a trained parliamentar- 
ian for larger meetings could be 
helpful. Skolnik, however, felt the 
chair should ensure that everyone 
has an opportunity to speak. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
noted that, “respect for each other 
is a basic need for a smooth meet- 
ing.” He also said the role of 
staff liaison to each board or com- 
mittee was important, which led to 
the question of who takes minutes 
at the meeting. 

The answer from attendees was 
mixed. City staff prepare minutes 
at some meetings and at others a 
board or committee member takes 
the minutes. Davis suggested 


that minutes be brief and she also 
thought that it might be a good 
idea to offer candidates for posi- 
tions on advisory boards and com- 
mittees the opportunity to attend 
meetings prior to the time council 
appoints them.

local governments. 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling asked why Pepco expendi- 
tures were expected to go up de- 
spite the city’s using less electric- 
ity after adopting energy-saving 
initiatives. Williams replied that 
the city’s contract runs out in 
June and that costs are expected 
to go up. 

McLaughlin added, “Our ac- 
tual usage has gone down but we 
don’t control the rates. What this 
means is that we need to shop 
around again.” 

FY 2016 Preview 

McLaughlin said the city 
budget has been about $25 to 
25.5 million since FY 2009 and 
he expects the budget for FY 
2016 to continue to be about 
the same. What had appeared 
early-on to be a substantial in- 
crease in property assessments, 
he said, has leveled out. Re- 
flecting national trends toward 
renting, the bulk of the increase 
is in the value of rental apart- 
ments. Owner-occupied housing 
is down, he added. 

He said the biggest wild card 
in the budget had been what the 
new governor would do with 
the State Highway User revenue 
and that about $200,000 will 
now have to be removed from 


revenues. He also pointed out 
that demands on the city’s capital 
funds will be heavy in the near 
future because of the commitment 
to Greenbelt Lake dam repairs, 
street resurfacing needs and ini- 
tiatives to be implemented from 
the pedestrian and bicycle master 
plan — all in combination with 
low fund balances. 

Other areas with potential cost 
increases include health insur- 
ance, known to have gone up for 
local governments already though 
negotiations, and a possible in- 
crease in the minimum wage. 

Source? 

In response to a question from 
Davis about where money was 
coming from for several new 
initiatives council was hoping to 
fund, McLaughlin said that one 
area of savings has been a flat- 
lining of the Police Department 
budget caused by a large number 
of retirements. Since public 
safety is the largest segment of 
the budget, this reduction is sig- 
nificant, he added. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
asked about positions recom- 
mended by the organizational 
assessment study undertaken last 
year. McLaughlin answered that 
an additional information technol- 
ogy person had started mid-year. 
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Mach suggested keeping a list of 
the additional staff recommended 
for the city manager’s office, 
which she thought essential for 
increased productivity in admin- 
istration. 

Herling asked when it might 
be possible to begin funding a 
position in economic develop- 
ment. McLaughlin said the city 
is seeing significant increases in 
real estate sale prices and that, 
combined with reassessments 
now underway, there is rea- 
son to anticipate an increase in 
property tax revenue impacting 
the FY 2017 budget. Then the 
city may be able to begin doing 
things it has put off, although 
he cautioned that council has 
mentioned cutting back the last 
tax increase as a priority. The 
city has also kept up contribu- 
tions to its reserve funds but 
not increased them as intended, 
which could eventually catch up 
with the city. 

In conclusion, the city man- 
ager said he thought FY 2016 
would be an improvement over 
FY 2014 and FY 2015 but the 
outlook could still be better. The 
balance between good news and 
bad news, he said, seems to be 
leaning toward good news, but 
“time will tell.”
